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FOREWORD 

The  Campos  Altos  Iris  Garden  has  developed 
from  the  sale  of  the  natural  increase  of  what  we 
believe  to  be  the  finest  private  collection  of 
bearded  irises  in  the  west.  It  will  also  have 
charg:e  of  the  introduction  of  the  seedling’s  of  Mr. 
'William  Mohr  of  Mt.  Eden,  California.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  list  only  standard  varieties  of  estab- 
lished worth  and  outstanding  novelties,  and  to 
grow  in  quantity  those  varieties  which  thrive  so 
well  in  California — Alcazar,  Caterina,  Lady  Fos- 
ter. Madame  Durrand,  Kashmir  White,  and  Avalon 
are  good  examples — but  which  are  not  always  suc- 
cessful in  colder  climates. 

Our  new  garden  is  just  over  the  top  of  the 
Berkeley  hills,  facing  east  into  Wildcat  Canyon.  It 
is  an  easy  fifteen  minutes  automobile  drive  on 
paved  roads  from  the  centre  of  Berkeley,  going  out 
Euclid  Avenue  to  about  half  a mile  beyond  the 
end  of  the  car  line  and  turning  east  on  Creston 
Road  just  after  Euclid  Avenue  bends  back  on  it- 
self. From  the  end  of  the  Euclid  Avenue  Crag- 
mont  car  line  it  is  a fifteen  minutes  walk,  with 
only  one  hill.  Our  fiowering  season  is  late,  from 
the  end  of  April  throughout  May.  'Visitors  will  be 
very  welcome  any  day  but  Sunday. 

Orders  taken  during  the  fiowering  season  are 
filled  in  June.  Others  can  generally  be  sent  out 
within  a day  or  two  of  their  receipt.  For  time  of 
planting  see  notes  on  culture  on  last  page. 

The  prices  quoted  include  delivery.  Six  of  any 
one  variety  will  be  supplied  at  the  price  of  five. 
Special  rates  can  be  furnished  on  large  quantities 
of  standard  varieties,  and  discounts  on  these  are 
given  to  the  trade,  but  novelties  and  scarce  varie- 
ties are  net  to  all.  Remittance  should  accompany 
all  mail  orders.

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Seedlings  Raised  by  Mr.  William  Mohr 

Iris  enthusiasts  will  doubtless  have  noted  the 
very  favorable  comments  on  the  seedlings  of  Mr. 
William  Mohr  in  The  Garden  Magazine,  The 
Flower  Grower,  and  other  publications.  Those 
members  of  the  American  Iris  Society  who  had 
the  privilege  of  visiting  his  garden  this  season 
are  still  thrilled  with  the  variety  and  size  of  his 
productions.  We  are  trying  out  many  of  them, 
and  from  time  to  time  the  best  and  most  dis- 
tinct will  be  introduced  by  us.  Some  will  be  re- 
markable for  the  size  of  the  flowers  and  the 
height  and  branched  character  of  the  stems, 
others  will  be  smaller  but  will  have  distinctive 
coloring.  Some  will  be  just  as  hardy  and  as 
easy  to  grow  in  cold  climates  as  any  bearded 
iris,  but  others,  because  of  the  Mesopotamflca  or 
other  Asiatic  parentage  to  which  they  owe  their 
size,  may,  like  some  of  the  Foster,  Denis,  or  Hort 
seedlings,  prove  difficult  where  Caterina  or  Kash- 
rhir  AVhite  will  not  grow.  It  is  not  so  much  the 
cold,  but  poor  drainage  combined  with  it  which 
causes  winter  loss. 

In  California  all  have  proved  flne  growers,  the 
Mesopotamica  seedlings  of  greater  vigor  than 
anything  else  in  our  garden.  Several,  including 
Balboa  and  Mariposa,  have  been  thoroughly  tried 
out  in  a Massachusetts  garden  and  have  proved 
satisfactory  growers  even  in  that  cold  climate. 

As  it  is,  Mr.  Mohr’s  wish  that  his  seedlings  be 
put  within  the  reach  of  all  iris  lovers,  the  prices 
at  which  they  v/ill  be  introduced  will  be  quite 
moderate.  We  hope  this  policy  will  not  cause 
them  to  be  underestimated.  We  now  oifer: 

Balboa.  (Parisiana  X Mesopotamica).  A large 
tall,  bright  red-violet  bicolor.  Pine,  distinct 
flowers  of  good  substance  are  borne  on  stout 
stems.  Has  proved  a good  grower  in  New 
England.  Obtained  a First  Class  Certiflcate 
from  the  Massachusetts  Horticultural  Society 
w^hen  exhibited  by  Miss  Sturtevant.  Each, 
$5.00. 
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Carmelo.  (Korolkowi  X Germanica  major).  This 
unusual  seedling*,  half  Regelia  in  parentage,  is 
neither  large  nor  tall,  but  its  growth,  slender 
foliage  and  stems,  and  long  narrow  flowers  of 
an  unusual  shade  of  blue  put  it  in  a new  class, 
one  which  we  hope  to  see  enlarged.  In  Califor- 
nia it  is  as  vigorous  and  easy  to  grow  as  a 
pure  bearded  iris,  but  it  needs  further  testing 
for  cold  climates.  Each,  $2.00. 

Conquistador.  (Juniata  X Mesopotamica).  A 
very  tall,  vigorous  plant  with  flne  foliage  and 
very  large  deep  mauve  to  light  violet  flowers. 
Its  size  and  height,  about  flve  and  a half  feet 
when  established  in  our  garden,  have  made  it 
an  outstanding  feature  for  the  past  two  sea- 
sons.

Marian  Mohr.  (Miss  Willmott  X Carthusian).  A 
beautifully  finished  flower  of  very  pale,  glisten- 
ing lavender,  quite  distinct,  and  certainly  desir- 
able for  California.  As  it  is  a seedling  of 
Miss  Willmott  we  do  not  undertake  to  recom- 
mend it  for  cold,  wet  sections  until  it  is  fur- 
ther tested  in  the  east.

The  flowers  were  not  crowded  together  as 
in  Lohengrin,  and  were  slightly  pinker  than 
that  variety.

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Culture  of  Bearded  Irises  in  California 

As  soon  as  rhizomes  are  received  they  should 
be  planted,  A few  days  out  of  the  ground 
does  not  hurt  them,  but  make  this  no  longer 
than  necessary.  While  they  may  be  moved  at 
almost  any  time,  we  advise  against  planting 
between  January  1 and  the  flowering  season. 
Where  they  can  be  given  an  occasional  water- 
ing, June  is  a very  good  time,  but  they  will 
do  Avell  if  planted  any  time  from  then  to 
Thanksgiving. 

Do  not  bury  the  rhizomes  too  deep;  just 
enough  to  cover  their  tops.  Be  sure  to  plant 
firmly.  Water  well  after  planting,  and  then 
about  every  two  weeks  until  well  established 
and  growing.  Do  not  overdo  the  watering  at 
this  time  for  fear  of  rot.  Bearded  irises  are 
not  aquatic  plants,  but  really  very  drought- 
resistant.  Well  established  clumps  may  be  left 
all  summer  without  watering  if  necessary, 
though  much  better  results  in  flowers  and  in- 
crease follow  an  occasional  good  soaking  through 
the  summer.  We  always  water  them  through 
a dry  spring  and  at  flowering  time. 

Bearded  irises  are  sun-lovers.  They  will 
produce  no  flowers  if  planted  in  deep  shade, 
but  sun  half  the  day  will  satisfy  them.  Their 
resistance  to  drought  fits  them  for  covering 
dry,  sunny  slopes.  Keep  them  free  of  weeds 
and  do  not  allow  other  plants . to  crowd  them 
or  cover  the  rhizomes..  In  a new  planting  while 
they  are  still  some  distance  apart  a sowing  of 
annual  Linarias  or  annual  Larkspurs  made  in 
late  autumn  will  be  good  fillers. 

Soil  is  not  a matter  of  importance  to  them, 
though  they  have  some  preference  for  the 
heavier  kinds  of  soil  containing  lime.  In  new 
gardens  no  fertilizer  is  necessary,  but  where 
the  soil  is  worn  out  rotted  manure  dug  in 
below  the  rhizomes  but  not  in  contact  with  them

A mixture  of  bone  flour  and  bone 
meal  dug  into  the  soil  or  hoed  into  it  between 
the  plants  is  the  easiest  way  to  supply  more 
food. 

Plant  about  a foot  apart  and  transplant  when 
crowded.  Do  not  move  them  every  year,  as 
they  are  best  when  established.  Rules  for 
dividing  cannot  be  given,  as  varieties  differ 
in  vigor.  Most  kinds  can  remain  three  years 
without  division. 

Make  a plan  of  your  planting.  Labels  are  apt 
to  get  lost. 

Note  that  these  directions  are  for  the  bearded 
irises  only.  Other  species  such  as  the  Japanese, 
Siberian,  Spanish,  and  Oncocylus  irises  require 
quite  different  treatment.  We  shall  gladly 
answer  all  questions  regarding  culture.
